WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Harvey  Milk  was  the  first  high  visibility,  openly  gay  elected 
official  in  the  United  States,  having  spent  years  as  a  community  leader  in  San  Francisco 
building  our  neighborhoods  and  strengthening  the  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  and  transgender 
(LGBT)  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Milk  served  honorably  on  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  continued  his  leadership  in  that  capacity,  working  to  improve  the  quality  of 
life  of  all  San  Franciscans  and  to  achieve  economic  and  social  justice;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Milk  was  tragically  murdered  while  serving  in  his  official

Resolution  opposing  Assembly  Bill  1158,  "Deferred  Deposit  Transactions",  and  any 
expansion  of  payday  lending  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  Nearly  1.7  million  California  households  patronize  payday  lenders 
annually,  paying  more  than  $540  million  in  fees  alone;  and, 

WHEREAS,  because  such  loans  are  for  short  periods  of  time,  the  cost  of  borrowing 
expressed  as  an  annual  percentage  rate  can  approach  1000  percent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Brookings  Institute,  a  non-profit  think  tank  located  in  Washington  DC, 
estimates  that  in  San  Francisco  payday  lenders  sell  $40  million  worth  of  services  annually 
from  outlets  which  tend  to  be  located  in  neighborhoods  with  high  poverty  rates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  High-cost  payday  loans  harm  low-  to  moderate-income  borrowers,  women 
and  African-Americans  and  Latinos  disproportionately;  and,  

WHEREAS,  The  payday  lending  business  model  is  fundamentally  flawed  by  design,  as 
it  virtually  guarantees  repeat  borrowing  while  claiming  that  loans  are  for  one-time,  emergency 
use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Payday  lenders  flout  basic  tenets  of  responsible  lending  by  making  loans 
without  verifying  a  borrower's  ability  to  repay  that  loan  and  simultaneously  cover  other 
expenses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Defense  has  stated  that  payday  lending  practices  have 
proven  to  be  detrimental  to  service  members  who  have  used  these  loans  to  meet  immediate 
cash  needs,  and  has  suggested  working  toward  state  statutes  to  limit  the  practice;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Mission  SF's  New  ERA  youth  leaders'  research  indicates  that  youth  adopt 
their  parents'  financial  habits,  meaning  that  youth  who  grow  up  in  households  that  use  payday 
lenders  are  at  much  greater  risk  of  using  payday  lenders  themselves;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  placed  a  moratorium  on  the  establishment  of 
new  payday  lenders  in  San  Francisco  in  2007;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Office  of  Financial  Empowerment  launched  Payday 
Plus  SF  in  2009,  which  provides  an  alternative  small  dollar  loan  offered  through  five  credit 
union  partners,  which  is  available  to  individuals  even  if  they  have  low  -  or  no  credit  scores; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  1158  would  expand  the  predatory  practices  of  payday 
lenders  by  allowing  the  businesses  to  offer  short  term  loans  up  to  $500  as  opposed  to  the

Resolution:  1)  approving  and  authorizing  an  amendment  to  the  Lease  of  Candlestick 
Park  Stadium  with  San  Francisco  Forty  Niners,  LLC,  to  grant  the  Forty  Niners  an 
additional  option  to  terminate  the  Lease  early,  between  May  31,  2014,  and  May  31,  2015, 
providing  for  the  Forty  Niners  to  pay  the  City  $1,000,000  in  consideration  for  the  early 
termination  option,  and  providing  that  if  the  Forty  Niners  exercise  the  option,  the  Forty 
Niners  make  added  minimum  guaranteed  payments  to  the  City,  in  lieu  of  the  rent 
scheduled  under  the  current  Lease,  of  $4,295,000  if  the  team  plays  no  regular  season 
or  post-season  NFL  games  at  Candlestick  in  the  2014  season  and  up  to  $5,000,000 
more  if  the  team  does  play  such  games;  2)  approving  and  accepting  the  dedication 
under  the  amendment  of  $1,045,000  of  such  $4,295,000  minimum  guaranteed  payment 
for  youth  programs  for  the  City's  Recreation  and  Park  Department;  3)  ratifying  prior 
acts;  and  4)  making  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  owns  a  stadium  located 
at  Candlestick  Point  commonly  referred  to  as  Candlestick  Park  Stadium  (the  "Stadium"), 
which  is  under  the  administrative  jurisdiction  of  the  City's  Recreation  and  Park  Commission; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Forty  Niners  Football  Company  LLC,  a  Delaware  limited  liability  company 
(the  "Forty  Niners"),  owns  the  National  Football  League  ("NFL")  franchise  for  the  professional 
football  team  known  as  the  San  Francisco  49ers,  and  is  the  successor-in-interest  to  the  San 
Francisco  Forty  Niners,  Limited,  a  California  limited  partnership;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  Forty  Niners  are  parties  to  a  lease  dated  December  3, 
1969,  as  subsequently  amended  (collectively,  the  "Lease"),  under  which  the  Forty  Niners  uses 
and  occupies  the  Stadium  for  the  exhibition  of  its  home  professional  football  games;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  most  recent  amendment  to  the  Lease  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  201 1  ("201 1  Amendment"),  the  term  of  the  Lease  currently  expires  on  May  31 , 
2016,  subject  to  (i)  the  option  of  the  Forty  Niners  to  terminate  the  Lease  early  as  of  May  31, 
2015,  under  specified  conditions,  and  (ii)  the  right  of  the  Forty  Niners  to  exercise  up  to  seven 
1 -year  extension  options,  for  a  maximum  term  of  May  31,  2023;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  Forty  Niners  have  negotiated  a  proposed  amendment  of 
the  Lease  (the  "Lease  Amendment")  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  120477,  which  includes,  among  other  provisions,  the  following  significant 
terms: 

(1)  the  Forty  Niners  shall  have  the  option  to  terminate  the  Lease  early  on  a  date  within 
the  period  commencing  on  May  31,  2014,  and  ending  on  May  31,  2015,  to  be  specified  by  the 
Forty  Niners  in  its  option  exercise  notice; 

(2)  the  Forty  Niners  will  pay  the  City  the  non-refundable  sum  of  $1 ,000,000,  in  cash,  as 
option  consideration  on  December  1,  2012; 

(3)  if  the  Forty  Niners  exercises  the  new  early  termination  option  and  plays  no  games  in 
the  Stadium  for  the  2014  NFL  season,  then  in  addition  to  the  nonrefundable  option 
consideration  and  in  lieu  of  the  rent  payments  scheduled  under  the  201 1  Amendment,  the 
Forty  Niners  will  make  guaranteed  minimum  payments  to  the  City  totaling  $4,295,000, 
payable  in  installments  on  the  schedule  set  forth  in  the  Lease  Amendment,  and  which 
guaranteed  minimum  payments  include  a  $1,045,000  community  payment  that  the  City  must 
use  only  for  its  Recreation  and  Park  Department  youth  programs  and  that  is  payable  in  two 
equal  installments  of  $522,500  each  on  May  31,  2014  and  May  31,  2015; 
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(4)  if  the  Forty  Niners  exercises  the  new  early  termination  option  but  plays  one  or  more 
games  in  the  Stadium  for  the  2014  NFL  season,  then  in  addition  to  the  nonrefundable  option 
consideration  and  the  guaranteed  minimum  payment  described  in  paragraph  (3)  above,  and  in 
lieu  of  the  rent  payments  scheduled  under  the  201 1  Amendment,  the  Forty  Niners  shall  make 
additional  payments  to  the  City  of  up  to  $5,000,000  on  the  schedule  and  in  the  amounts 
specified  in  the  Lease  Amendment,  based  on  the  number  of  home  games  and  post  season 
games  actually  played  at  the  Stadium  during  the  2014  NFL  season;

Resolution  endorsing  "Language  Matters:  Language  Access  Ordinance  Annual 
Compliance  Summary  Report,  July  2011"  and  ''Language  Access  Ordinance  Annual 
Compliance  Summary  Report,  March  2012,"  issued  by  the  Office  of  Civic  Engagement 
and  Immigrant  Affairs. 

WHEREAS,  Language  Access  is  a  civil  right  affirmed  at  every  level  of  government, 
including  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  and  the  1974  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling  on  Lau  v. 
Nichols;  and 

WHEREAS,  Language  access  is  an  essential  key  to  full  and  meaningful  participation  in 
a  democracy  for  many  immigrant  and  newcomer  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  most  culturally  rich  and  linguistically  diverse 
cities  in  the  nation  with  over  a  third  of  the  population  immigrant  and  nearly  half  speaking  a 
language  other  than  English  at  home;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  views  the  City's  language 
diversity  as  a  competitive  advantage  in  a  global  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  enacted  the  Equal  Access  to 
Services  Ordinance  in  2001  and  amended  it  in  2009  as  the  Language  Access  Ordinance 
(LAO);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  LAO  is  one  of  the  strongest  language  access  laws  in  the  nation, 
demonstrating  San  Francisco's  ongoing  commitment  to  equal  and  full  access  to  services  and 
timely  information;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  has  been  an  early  champion  of 
language  rights  and  equal  access  to  city  services  for  all  residents,  including  residents  who  are 
non  or  Limited-English  speaking;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Civic  Engagement  &  Immigrant  Affairs  (OCEIA)  is  charged 
with  monitoring  compliance  and  ensuring  that  the  LAO  is  implemented  with  the  highest  level 
of  integrity;  and 

WHEREAS;  As  required  by  the  LAO,  OCEIA  has  analyzed  the  language  access 
progress  by  City  departments  and  prepared  annual  summary  reports  in  2011  and  2012 
entitled  "Language  Matters:  Language  Access  Ordinance  Annual  Compliance  Summary 
Report,  July  2011"  and  "Language  Access  Ordinance  Annual  Compliance  Summary  Report, 
March  2012;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  reports  include  community  input,  provide  fact-based  findings,  and 
make  concrete  recommendations  on  strengthening  LAO  efficacy  and  better  serving  Limited 
English  Proficient  (LEP)  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  Tier  1  departments  (Adult  Probation  Department, 
Department  of  Elections,  Department  of  Human  Services,  Department  of  Public 
Health,  District  Attorney's  Office,  Department  of  Emergency  Management,  Fire  Department, 
Human  Services  Agency,  Juvenile  Probation  Department,  Municipal  Transportation  Agency, 
Police  Department,  Public  Defender's  Office,  Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Board,  Sheriffs  Office,  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Office  of  the  Assessor  Recorder, 
City  Hall  Building  Management,  Department  of  Building  Inspection,  Department  of  the 
Environment,  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development,  Planning  Department,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  Office  of  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector, 
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and  the  San  Francisco  Zoo)  are  generally  making  good  faith  efforts  to  comply  with  the  LAO 
but  continue  to  face  significant  challenges  to  full  compliance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  common  obstacles  include  budgetary  limitations,  the 
lack  of  priority  placed  on  language  access  given  other  demands,  the  lack  of  dedicated  LAO 
compliance  personnel  to  ensure  quality  control,  absence  of  written  protocols  for  serving  LEP 
clients,  limited  LEP  client  data  collection,  insufficient  expectations  and  standards  for  bilingual 
staff,  inadequate  complaint  procedures,  and  few  or  no  translated  documents;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  while  the  percentage  of  reported  LEP  client 
interactions  in  Cantonese  increased  from  47  to  49  percent  between  FY09-10  and  FY10-1 1 , 
the  reported  bilingual  public  contact  staff  that  speak  Cantonese  only  increased  from  27  to  28 
percent;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  201 1  report  finds  that  58  percent  of  departments  reported  that  they 
offer  training  for  bilingual  staff,  while  others  rely  on  significantly  varied  training  mechanisms; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  2012  report  finds  that  the  mandatory  citywide  trainings  that  were 
developed  by  OCEIA  had  a  96%  attendance  rate  by  departments;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  while  numerous  departments  have  processes  and 
protocols  to  ensure  accurate  and  appropriate  translations  during  emergency  situations,  those 
mechanisms  vary  significantly  among  departments,  and  13  of  26  Tier  1  departments  reported 
having  no  written  protocols  for  serving  LEP  clients  in  emergency  situations  in  FY10-1 1 ,  down 
from  62  percent  in  FY09-10;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  departments  did  not  forward  any  LAO  violations  to 
OCEIA  in  FY09-10  and  forwarded  only  one  of  18  reported  complaints  to  OCEIA  in  FY10-1 1 
as  required  by  the  LAO,  and  50  percent  of  departments  did  not  publicly  post  procedures  for 
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accepting  and  resolving  complaints  of  alleged  violations  of  the  LAO  in  FY10-11,  down  from  62 
percent  in  FY09-10;  and 

WHEREAS,  Both  reports  find  that  there  is  a  lack  of  consistency  in  how  departments 
collect  and  report  LAO  data,  and  a  decrease  in  reported  client  LEP  interactions  in  FY09-10  is 
likely  due  to  changes  in  departments'  methodologies  for  tracking  client  interactions,  staff 
turnover,  and  lack  of  training,  rather  than  lower  demand  or  fewer  LEP  clients;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  both  reports  focus  on  Tier  1  Department  compliance  many  Tier  2 
departments  do  not  comply  with  the  basic  requirements  of  the  LAO  because  they  are 
unaware  of  its  applications,  lack  training,  or  lack  capacity  due  to  small  department  size;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  1 1 ,  201 1 ,  the  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  voted 
unanimously  to  adopt  the  findings  in  the  201 1  language  access  compliance  report,  and  on 
March  1,  2012  the  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  has  reviewed  compliance 
data  and  will  be  voting  at  its  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  April  16,  2012  to  adopt  the 
findings  in  the  2012  language  access  compliance  report;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Jose  Julio  Sarria  Day  -  May  22,  2012] 

Resolution  honoring  Jose  Julio  Sarria  for  his  tremendous  contributions  to  San 
Francisco's  political  and  cultural  life,  including  being  the  first  openly  gay  candidate  for 
a  political  elected  office  in  the  United  States  when  he  ran  for  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  1961,  and  declaring  May  22,  2012,  as  Jose  Julio  Sarria  Day  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  was  a  groundbreaking  and  fearless  leader  of  the  gay 
community  in  San  Francisco,  founding  several  advocacy  organizations  and  using 
entertainment  to  create  political  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  began  his  theatrical  career  at  the  historic  Black  Cat  Bar 
earning  the  alias,  "The  Nightingale  of  Montgomery  Street,"  for  singing  his  beautiful  arias  from 
the  opera  while  he  delivered  drinks  to  bar  patrons;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nightingale  of  Montgomery  Street  used  his  performance  platform  to 
encourage  bar  patrons  to  come  out  of  the  closet  and  live  openly  and  honestly,  delivering 
famous  sayings  like,  "There's  nothing  wrong  with  being  gay-the  crime  is  getting  caught"  and 
"United  we  stand,  divided  they  catch  us  one  by  one,"  and 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  was  forced  to  abandon  his  dream  of  becoming  a  teacher 
when  he  was  unjustly  arrested  for  solicitation  in  a  sting  operation  at  St.  Francis  Hotel;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  formed  the  League  for  Civil  Education  in  order  to  run 
educational  programs  on  the  topic  of  homosexuality  and  provide  support  for  men  being 
ostracized  for  being  gay  or  who  were  caught  up  in  a  police  raid;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1961,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  ran  for  a  seat  on  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors,  becoming  the  first  openly  gay  man  to  run  for  elected  office  in  the  United  States 
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and  coming  in  ninth  place  out  of  a  field  of  32  candidates,  establishing  the  fact  that  a  gay 
voting  bloc  could  wield  significant  political  power  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1962,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  cofounded  the  Tavern  Guild,  the  country's  first 
gay  business  association;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1963,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  helped  found  the  Society  for  Individual  Rights 
that  sponsored  both  social  and  political  functions  for  the  gay  community  as  well  as  helped 
educate  gay  men  about  their  rights  if  arrested  or  harassed  by  the  police;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria  assumed  the  moniker  "Her  Royal  Majesty,  Empress  of 
San  Francisco,  Jose  I,  The  Widow  Norton,"  in  homage  to  the  much  celebrated  citizen  of  19th 
century  San  Francisco,  Joshua  Norton,  who  had  declared  himself  Emperor  of  the  United 
States  and  Protector  of  Mexico  in  1859;  and 

WHEREAS,  Jose  Julio  Sarria's  assumption  of  the  title  of  Empress  led  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Imperial  Court  System,  a  network  of  non-profit  charitable  organizations 
throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Mexico  that  uses  drag  shows  and  other  functions

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Lease 
and  authorizes  MOH,  through  its  Director,  to  finalize  negotiations  for  the  Lease  and 
following  negotiations  for  the  Lease  authorizes  the  Director  of  Property  and  the  Director  of 
MOH  or  his  designee,  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Lease;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Property  and  the  Director  of  MOH,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  enter  into  any 
additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  Lease  (including,  without  limitation,  the 
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attachment  of  exhibits)  covenants  or  any  easement  agreements  that  the  Director  of  MOH 
and  Director  of  Property  determine,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City,  that  do  not  decrease  revenues  to  the  City  in  connection  with  the  Project, 
or  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  are  necessary  or 
advisable  to  complete  the  transaction  contemplated  in  the  South  OPA,  and  effectuate  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  laws, 
including  the  City's  Charter.

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WHEREAS,  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan,  including  the  Design 
and  Access  Element  (collectively,  the  "Waterfront  Plan")  is  the  Port's  adopted  land  use 
document  for  property  within  Port  jurisdiction,  which  provides  the  policy  foundation  for 
waterfront  development  and  improvement  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  owns  Seawall  Lot  No.  351  ("SWL  351"),  a  triangular  lot  located  at

WHEREAS,  SFWP's  proposal  was  reviewed  and  analyzed  by  Port  staff,  an 
independent  real  estate  economics  consultant,  and  an  evaluation  review  panel  of  three

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  (i)  reviewed  and  evaluated  the  summary  and 
analyses  of  the  SFWP  proposal  prepared  by  Port  staff,  its  independent  real  estate  economics 
consultant,  and  the  evaluation  panel,  (ii)  reviewed  the  Port  staff  recommendations  set  forth  in

WHEREAS,  The  Port  and  SFWP  entered  into  an  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement,

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  findings  as 
required  by  CEQA  ("CEQA  Findings"),  which  findings  included  a  Statement  of  Overriding 
Considerations  and  adoption  of  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Plan  ("MMRP")  by  its 
Motion  No.  18561,  which  material  was  made  available  to  the  public  and  the  Board  for  the 
Board's  review,  consideration  and  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  affirmed  the  certification  of  the  Final  EIR  by  Motion  No.  12-061  on 
May  75.  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in  the 
Final  EIR,  the  CEQA  Findings,  all  written  and  oral  information  provided  by  the  Planning 
Department,  the  public,  relevant  public  agencies,  and  other  experts  and  the  administrative 
files  for  the  Project  and  the  Final  EIR;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  and  Final  EIR  files  have  been  made  available  for  review  by 
the  Board  and  the  public,  and  those  files  are  part  of  the  record  before  this  Board  by  this 
reference  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  Linda  Avery,  is  the  custodian  of  records, 
located  in  File  No.  2007.0030E,  at  1650  Mission  Street,  Fourth  Floor,  San  Francisco, 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  develop  the  proposed  Project,  the  California  State  Lands 
Commission  ("State  Lands")  must  approve  a  Public  Trust  exchange  authorizing  a  realignment 
of  the  Public  Trust  between  the  8  Washington  site  and  SWL  351  (the  "Trust  Exchange") 
pursuant  to  Section  5  of  Chapter  310,  Statutes  of  1987  ("Chapter  310")  and  the  Port  has 
negotiated  with  the  State  Lands  staff  a  trust  exchange  agreement  (the  "Trust  Exchange 
Agreement")  whereby  the  Public  Trust  will  be  lifted  from  approximately  23,020  square  feet  of 
SWL  351  (the  "Trust  Termination  Parcel")  in  exchange  for  impressing  the  Public  Trust  on 
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approximately  28,241  square  feet  of  the  8  Washington  site  that  is  not  currently  subject  to  the 
Public  Trust  (the  "Trust  Parcel");  and 

WHEREAS,  As  required  by  Chapter  310,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the 
following  findings  with  respect  to  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel: 

1 .  The  Trust  Termination  Parcel  has  been  filled  and  reclaimed.  The  Trust  Termination 
Parcel  is  a  portion  of  SWL  351,  which  was  filled  as  part  of  the  Port's  program  of  reclaiming 
lands  between  the  new  seawall  and  the  previously  existing  City  front,  for  the  purpose  of 
generating  revenues  used  to  support  the  improvement  of  the  harbor. 

2.  The  Trust  Termination  Parcel  is  cut  off  from  access  to  the  waters  of  the  Bay.  All  of 
the  Trust  Termination  Parcel  is  located  on  filled  land,  located  on  the  landside  of  the  100  foot 
wide  Embarcadero  Roadway,  which  consists  of  6  traffic  lanes  and  the  MUNI  light-rail  corridor. 
No  immediate  access  to  the  waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay  exists  from  any  portion  of  the  Trust 
Termination  Parcel. 

3.  The  Trust  Termination  Parcel  is  a  very  small  portion  of  the  Port's  trust  grant.  The 
total  area  of  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel  is  approximately  23,020  square  feet  (approximately 
Yi  acre).  The  total  amount  of  granted  tide  and  submerged  lands  held  by  the  Port  is 
approximately  725  acres,  of  which  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel  represents  0.07%. 

4.  The  Trust  Termination  Parcel  is  no  longer  needed  or  required  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Public  Trust.  Except  for  ferry  operations  at  the  Ferry  Building  and  limited  boat  docking  at 
Pier  1  V2  and  3,  maritime  activities  are  no  longer  significant  in  the  Ferry  Building  Waterfront 
area.  The  Ferry  Building  Waterfront  area  abuts  downtown  San  Francisco's  diverse  mix  of 
urban  activities.  SWL  351  is  immediately  adjacent  to  a  private  swim  and  tennis  club  and  is 
near  low  to  high-rise  residential  and  commercial  development.  Fur  many  years,  the  site  has  been 
used  as  a  surface  parkins  lot.  Because  SWL  351  is  physically  cut-off  from  the  water,  and-serves 
no  purpose  in  furthering  maritime  commerce,  navigation  or  fisheries,  and  the  existing  surface 
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parkins  will  be  replaced  with  more  public  parking  spaces  in  an  underground  parkins  garage,  it  is  net 
no  longer  needed  or  required  for  the  promotion  of  the  Public  Trust.  In  addition,  although  SWL  351 
is  currently  in  use-as  a  surface  parldng  lot  serving  primarily  the  Ferry  Building  it  is,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  operates  a  force  main  that  services  the  northeastern  portion 
of  San  Francisco  which  runs  through  the  entire  width  of  SWL  351.  No  structures  can  be  built  over  the 
length  of  the  force  main,  including  a  buffer  zone  around  the  force  main,  which  in  effect,  further  divides 
SWL  351  into  two  smaller  and  separate  areas,  making  development  of  Public  Trust  consistent 
commercial  uses  that  much  more  difficult.  SWL  351  's  relatively  small  in  size  and  has  an  unusual 
shape  that  (as  currently  configured),  in  addition  to  the  inability  to  build  structures  over  the  SFPUC 
force  main  that  runs  through  the  entire  width  of  SWL  351  (i)  does  not  allow  for  the  development  of 
any  of  the  uses  that  would  further  the  overall  Public  Trust  goals  of  the  Waterfront  Plants 
currently  configured,  SWL  351  would  not  allow  for  or  promote  other  Public  Trust  uses  such  as 
useable  or  desirable  open  space  or  park  use  (ii) .  The  unusual  size  and  shape  of  the  existing 
footprint  makes  development  of  a  Public  Trust-consistent  commercial  use,  such  as  hotel  or 
retail,  economically  infeasible,  as  further  evidenced  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  only  other 
respondent  to  the  RFP  before  the  Port's  review  of  the  proposal  even  began.  Its  current  use 
for  parking  serving  the  Ferry  Building  Waterfront  area  could  be  better  continued  as  sub-surface 
parking  (as  proposedh  which  would  improve  the  appearance  of  the  site  and  allow  for 
development  of  better  and  additional  public-serving  Public  Trust  uses,  as  further  described  in 
item  #5  below. 

5.  The  Trust  Termination  Parcel  can  be  removed  without  causing  substantial 
interference  with  Public  Trust  uses  and  purposes  and  the  Trust  Parcel  is  useful  for  the  particular 
trust  purposes  authorized  by  the  Burton  Act.  In  exchange  for  the  lifting  of  the  Public  Trust  from 
the  Trust  Termination  Parcel,  a  greater  square  footage  of  land  immediately  adjacent  to  SWL 
351  will  be  impressed  with  the  Public  Trust.  By  combining  SWL  351  and  the  8  Washington 
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site,  the  resulting  land  configuration  allows  for  the  development  of  a  mixed  use  project  that 
further  promotes  Public  Trust  uses  and  purposes  and  realizes  the  vision  put  forth  in  the 
Waterfront  Plan,  by,  among  other  things,  (i)  creating  important  new  visual  and  pedestrian 
public  access  linking  Jackson  Street  to  The  Embarcadero;  (ii)  achieving  a  long  term  solution 
to  parking  needs  of  the  Ferry  Building  Waterfront  area,  as  well  as  a  central  parking  location  for 
visitors  to  the  northeastern  waterfront;  (iii)  improving  the  visual  quality  of  the  Ferry  Building 
Waterfront  area  by  locating  parking  underground  and  creating  an  attractive  mixed  use 
development  that  enhances  the  land  side  of  The  Embarcadero  and  reconnects  San  Francisco 
with  the  waterfront;  (iv)  creating  new  parks  along  The  Embarcadero,  enhancing  the  waterfront 
visitor  experience;  (v)  providing  visitor-serving  retail  uses,  including  a  cafe  in  prominent 
location  adjacent  to  the  proposed  Pacific  Park  with  waterfront  views,  (vi)  creating  new  view 
corridors  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  through  the  Project  Site,  and  (vii)  creating  significant 
structures  that  recognize  and  respect  the  Port's  bulkhead  structures  across  The 
Embarcadero;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  Director  of  Property  has  determined  based  on  an  independent 
MAI  appraisal  that  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel  has  an  appraised  value  of  $7,560,000  and  the 
Trust  Parcel  has  an  appraised  value  of  $8,630,000,  confirming  that  the  value  of  the  land  to  be 
exchanged  into  the  Public  Trust  equals  or  exceeds  the  value  of  the  land  to  be  exchanged  out 
of  the  Public  Trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  concurs  with  the  determination 
made  by  the  City's  Director  of  Property  of  the  appraised  value  of  each  of  the  Trust 
Termination  Parcel  and  the  Trust  Parcel,  which  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120270  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  order  to  accomplish  the  proposed  Trust  Exchange,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  wishes  to  approve  the  Trust  Exchange  on  the  material  terms  set  forth  in  the  Port 
Commission  Memorandum  and  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Trust  Exchange  Agreement 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120270.  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission,  Atits  regular  at  a  special  public  meeting  on  of  May  29, 
2012,  the  Port  Commission  reviewed  and  considered  the  Final  EIR  and  adopted  CEQA 
Findings  and  a  MMRP  for  the  Project,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  by 
Resolution  No.  12-46,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  120270,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  At  its  regular  at  a  special  Public  meeting  ef  on  May  29. 
2012,  the  Port  Commission  adopted  findings  regarding  the  Trust  Exchange,  and  took  other 
related  actions  by  Resolution  No.  12-47,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120270,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  At  its  regular  at  a  svecial  public  meeting  efon  May  29, 
2012,  the  Port  Commission  approved  the  (1)  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (the 
"DDA")  and  66-year  Lease  ("Lease")  governing  the  construction  of  the  Public  Improvements, 
public  financing  for  certain  public  improvements,  and  operation  of  the  Trust  Retail  Parcel,  (2) 
Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement  ("PSA"),  (3)  Trust  Exchange  Agreement  governing  the 
conditions  to  the  Trust  Exchange,  (4)  Maintenance  Agreement  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Open  Space  Parcel  by  SFWP,  and  (5)  related  exhibits  and  attachments  to  the  DDA,  Lease, 
PSA,  Trust  Exchange  Agreement,  and  Maintenance  Agreement  (all  of  the  foregoing, 
collectively,  (collectively  the  "Project  Documents")  described  in  the  Memorandum  for  Agenda 
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Item  9A  for  the  Port  Commission  special  meeting  of  May  4429,  2012  (the  "Port  Commission 
Memorandum"),  by  Resolution  No.  12-47,  a  copy  of  which,  along  with  the  Port  Commission 
Memorandum,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120270,  and 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  PSA  sets  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  (i)  the  Port  will 
convey  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel  to  SFWP,  (ii)  SFWP  will  convey  the  Trust  Parcel  to  the 
Port;  (iii)  SFWP  will  develop  the  SFWP  Improvements,  and  (iv)  the  Port  can  exercise  an 
option  to  purchase  after  completion  of  the  Project  an  air  space  parcel  within  the  underground 
parking  garage  that  can  accommodate  up  to  175  cars;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  receiving  the  Trust  Parcel,  the  Port  shall  receive  the 
following  payments  from  the  sale  of  the  Trust  Termination  Parcel:  (i)  a  lump  sum  payment  of 
$3  million,  (ii)  transfer  fees  (equaling  1%^%  of  the  purchase  price)  in  perpetuity  frem  after  but 
not  including  the  first  the  sale  (or  lease  with  a  term  of  thirty-five  (35)  years  or  longer)  of  each  of 
the  (a)  residential  condominiums,  and  (b)  commercial  condominiums  (excluding  the  new 
health  and  fitness  club)  after  (but-not  including)  the  first  sale  of  the  applicable  commercial 
condominium,  of  which  $2  million  is  guaranteed,  and  (iii)  an  ongoing  revenue  stream  of  $120,000 
per  year  for  66-years,  commencing  upon  completion  of  Public  Improvements,  adjusted  every 
5  years  by  the  CPI  with  a  minimum  increase  of  10%  and  a  maximum  of  20%;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  the  payments  described  in  the  immediately  foregoing  clause,  SFWP 
will  pay  to  Port  or  a  City  agency  or  its  designee,  an  amount  that  will  be  used  to  fund  affordable 
housing  projects  in  the  City,  which  amount  will  be  determined  by  the  type  of  the  J  34  residential  units  to 
be  built  in  the  Project  and  as  described  in  the  PSA,  and  Port  staff  estimates  that  based  on  the  type  of 
the  134  residential  units  approved  by  the  Planning  Commission  for  the  Project,  the  additional 
contribution  SFWP  will  make  for  affordable  housing  projects  in  the  City  is  estimated  to  be  around  $2.2 
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million,  which  may  be  adjusted  upwards  or  downwards  depending  on  the  final  type  of  units  set  forth  in 
the  Project's  building  permit;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  completion  of  the  Project,  Port  and  SFWP  will  enter  into  a 
Maintenance  Agreement  for  the  management,  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  by  SFWP 
of  the  Open  Space  Parcel  requiring  SFWP,  or  its  successor  or  assignee  (which  may  be  the 
homeowner's  association  for  the  condominium  project),  to  be  responsible  for  the 
management,  maintenance,  repair  and  operation  of  the  Open  Space  Parcel  at  its  sole 
expense;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  proposed  PSA,  Lease,  Trust  Exchange  Agreement,  and 
Maintenance  Agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
120270,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  Documents  conform  to  all  local  laws  and  regulations  and  are 
not  prohibited  by  the  City's  Charter;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  and  Port  staff  and  consultants  have  conducted  substantial  economic 
analysis  of  the  Project  impacts  and  benefits  on  the  Port  and  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  will  generate  additional  significant  public  benefits  for  the  Port 
and  the  City,  including:  (i)  the  replacement  of  an  underutilized  Port  seawall  lot  currently  used 
for  surface  parking  with  a  below  grade  parking  structure  that  meets  the  needs  of  Port 
businesses  and  visitors;  (ii)  the  creation  of  significant  new  jobs  and  economic  development; 
and  (iii)  both  a  lump  sum  payment  and  an  ongoing  revenue  stream  for  the  Port  to  help  the 
Port  continue  to  promote  Public  Trust  uses  and  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  22,  2012,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  ("Planning 
Commission")  by  Motion  No.  18565  found  that  the  Project  is  consistent  with  the  objectives 
and  policies  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Plan,  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Section  101.1;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Charter  Section  9.1 18(b)  requires  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of 
contracts  having  a  term  often  or  more  years  and  Charter  Section  9.118(c)  requires  Board  of 
Supervisors  approval  of  leases  having  a  term  often  or  more  years  or  anticipated  revenues  of 
one  million  dollars  or  more,  and  of  sales  of  City-owned  real  property;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the 
information  contained  in  the  Final  EIR,  the  CEQA  Findings,  the  Project  Documents  and  all 
other  matters  and  actions  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  this  Resolution,  finds  that 
the  approval  of  the  Public  Trust  Exchange,  PSA,  Lease,  and  Maintenance  Agreement  reflect  the 
Project  examined  in  the  Final  EIR  and  the  Board  hereby  adopts  the  CEQA  Findings,  including 
the  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  and  MMRP,  adopted  by  the  Planning  Commission 
by  its  Motion  No.  18561,  which  CEQA  Findings  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  120271,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered 
the  information  in  the  memorandum  from  Paul  Maltzer  of  the  P I  a in  n  ing  Depart  men]  d  ated 
June  12.  2012.  that  considers  the  effect  of_reducingihe  amount  of  commerciaLparkina  and 
concludes  that  such  reductionj/vould  not  result  in  any  additional  environmental  effects  beypnd 
those  analyzed  in  the  Final  EIR  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  m emorandum,  which  is

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  and  directs  the 
Executive  Director  to  execute  the  Lease  and  the  Maintenance  Agreement  upon  satisfaction  or 
waiver  of  the  conditions  precedent  set  forth  in  the  DDA  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to 
this  Board,  and  in  such  final  form  as  is  approved  by  the  Executive  Director  in  consultation  with 
the  City  Attorney;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City's  Director  of  Property  and  the  Executive  Director 
are  hereby  authorized  and  urged,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  the  Port,  to 
(i)  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  conveyance  deeds  and  instruments,  and  (ii)  to  take  any 
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and  all  steps  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  and  all 
certificates,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  escrow  instructions,  closing  documents  and  other 
instruments  or  documents)  as  they  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  implement  the 
Trust  Exchange  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  PSA  and  the  Trust  Exchange  Agreement,

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  an 
American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  of  2009  funded  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$200,608  from  the  California  Energy  Commission's  State  Energy  Program  through  the 
Local  Government  Commission  to  support  GreenFinanceSF. 

WHEREAS,  in  2009  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  Controller's  Office  of  Public 
Finance,  submitted  an  application  to  the  California  Energy  Commission  (CEC)  State  Energy 
Program  (SEP)  for  financial  assistance  on  behalf  of  GreenFinanceSF,  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco's  municipal  financing  program  for  energy  and  water  retrofits  of  privately-owned 
buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2010,  the  CEC  announced  the  awards  under  the  State 
Energy  Program,  which  included  an  award  of  up  to  $2,080,000  for  GreenFinanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  59-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  the  CEC 
State  Energy  Program  grant  award  for  GreenFinanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  008-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  identified  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  as  the  administrator  of  the  GreenFinanceSF  program  on

Resolution  approving  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  revenue  obligations  by  the  California  Enterprise 
Development  Authority  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,750,000  to 
refinance  various  capital  facilities  owned  by  Live  Oak  School. 

WHEREAS,  Live  Oak,  a  Learning  Center  for  Children,  doing  business  as  Live  Oak 
School,  a  nonprofit  corporation,  duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  (the  "Borrower")  has  requested  that  the  California  Enterprise  Development 
Authority,  a  joint  exercise  of  powers  agency  established  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  (the  "Authority")  issue  its  revenue  obligations  (the  "Obligations")  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,750,000,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  loan  (the  "Loan")  to 
the  Borrower  which  will  refinance  various  capital  facilities  as  more  fully  described  below;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proceeds  of  the  Obligations  are  to  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant 
to  a  loan  agreement  (the  "Loan  Agreement");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Borrower  expects  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  for  the  following 
purposes:  (i)  to  refinance  the  $7,000,000  California  Statewide  Communities  Development 
Authority  Series  2000  Revenue  Bonds  (Live  Oak  School)  (the  "Bonds"),  currently  outstanding 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $6,170,000,  which  Bonds  financed  or  refinanced  the

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WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  527-08,  adopted  by  the  Board  on  December  16,  2008, 
and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  December  19,  2008,  the  City  authorized  the  first  series  of  Bonds 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $136,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  527-08,  on  March  18,  2009,  the  City  issued  and 
delivered  $131,650,000  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  46-10,  adopted  by  the  Board  on  February  9,  2010,  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  18,  2010,  the  City  authorized  the  second  series  of  Bonds  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $305,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  46-10,  on  March  24,  2010,  the  City  issued  and 
delivered  $120,890,000  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2010A,  and  $173,805,000  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds 
(San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  201 0C  (Federally 
Taxable  Build  America  Bonds);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  the  date  hereof,  a  total  of  $426,345,000 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds;  and  there  remains  $461,055,000  of  authorized 
and  unissued  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  additional  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  not  to  exceed  of  $265,185,000  (the  "Series  201 2D  Bonds"),  to  finance  a 
portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  and  to  pay  costs 
of  issuance  therefor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter"),  and  a  proposition  approved  by  not  less  than  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City  voting  at  a  special  election  held  in  the  City 
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on  November  4,  2008  (the  "Bond  Election")  pursuant  to  Ordinance  128-08  adopted  by  the 
Board  on  July  22,  2008,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  24,  2008  (the  "Bond  Election 
Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  for  such  prior  expenditures 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Reimbursement  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to 
declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a 
subsequent  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Reimbursement  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement 
allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen 
(18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on 
which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
expenditure  is  paid; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  in  this  Resolution  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and 
manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  the 
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Bond  Election,  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors")  are  contained  in  File  No.  120532. 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2012D  Bonds;  Determination  of  Certain  Terms; 
Designation.  The  Board  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $265,185,000  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 2D, n  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Election 
Ordinance  and  Proposition  A  approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance")  is  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest 
rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of 
this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  17));  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final 
maturity  date  after  June  15,  2040.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series 
designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  from 
every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds. 
Each  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are 
directed  to  cause  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
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or  for  the  account  of  their  purchaser  and  the  Controller  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the 
Bond  Award  (as  defined  in  Section  13),  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the 
City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient)  and  authentication  as 
provided  in  this  Section,  and  to  deliver  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  when  so  executed  and 
authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in  accordance  with 
the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 2D  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer"), 
and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
form  attached  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this 
Resolution),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted 
or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  Series  2012D  Bonds  bearing  a  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  2012D  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  201 2D  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
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City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series  201 2D 
Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may 
prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series 
201 2D  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the 
registered  owner  of  each  Series  201 2D  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  2012D  Bonds.  Any  Series  2012D  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by 
the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2012D 
Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of 
transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  201 2D  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  201 2D  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  201 2D  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  201 2A  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
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preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds.  The  Series  2012D  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
"Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  201 2D  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a  "Business  Day"); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 
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For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  11,  payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  2012D  Bonds.  The  Series  2012D  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds,  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2012 
(or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on 
June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  201 2D  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated 
as  of  a  day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date 
to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest 
payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any 
Series  2012D  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  2012D  Bonds,  such  Series  2012D 
Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been 
paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the 
first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  2012D  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that 
the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking 
fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 2D  Bonds  subject  to 
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mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond 
Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
will  select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of 
the  City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 2D  Bonds  maturing 
on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  2012D  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 2D  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 2D  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City 
Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds, 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the 
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redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  Series  2012D 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  201 2D  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
(e)  require  that  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  201 2D 
Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the 
Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section 
8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 2D  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission,  (iii) 
overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email  or 
similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  19. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2012D 
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Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the 
Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and 
redeem  any  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish 
a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series 
201 2D  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2012D  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection 
0)  of  this  Section.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account 
solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of 
the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  or  from  the  Series 
201 2D  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption 
Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines 
for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201 2D 
Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining 
in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that 
if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
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redemption  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 2D 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 
2012D  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  2012D  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 2D  Redemption 
Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2012D  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2012D  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

(j)       Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
redeem  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated 
Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in 
this  subsection  (j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a  condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
2012D  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a  default  under  this 
Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 
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The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  201 2D  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any  such  rescission 
of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given. 
The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 2D  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall 
not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in 
such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 2D  Bond 
Subaccount"  (the  "Series  2012D  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2012D  Bond 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 2D  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 2D  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  on  such  date 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant 
to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
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interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and 
any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit 
the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2012D  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 2D  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or 
funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2012D 
Bond  Account  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  201 2D  Project  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 2D 
Project  Subaccount"  (the  "Series  201 2D  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2D 
Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 2D  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series 
2012D  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Project  (as 
defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 2D  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 2D  Project  Account  with  other 
City  moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 2D  Project  Account  into  a 
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separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 
the  Series  201 2D  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
201 2D  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7  and  Section  8  relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  201 2D  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  Series  2012D  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  201 2D  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
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taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
201 2D  Bonds.  The  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  2012D  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  201 2D  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  201 2D  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  &  Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 2D 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent): 

(a)     An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  the  Series  2012D 
Bonds  or  portion  thereof  to  be  defeased,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  that  is  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such 
Series  2012D  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
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redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give 
such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the 
principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if 
any,  due  on  such  Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)     Defeasance  Securities  (as  defined  below)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  of  that  term,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  portion  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  Series  2012D  Bonds  that  are  to 
be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section 
8  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all 
obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12  to  the  owners  of  such  Series 
201 2D  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant  to 
Section  18;  and  provided  further,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  Series  201 2D  Bonds  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested: 

(1)     United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 
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(2)      Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  or  paying  agent  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  201 2D  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities 
of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations 
are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow 
agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier, 
plus  or  minus  sign  or  other  modifier,  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any 
two  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  below)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  such 
Rating  Agencies  on  such  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  means  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  that 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form 
or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  that 
is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  by  any 
two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any 
substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  not  lower  than  the  rating  then 
maintained  by  such  Rating  Agencies  on  United  States  Obligations  described  in  clause  (i) 
above. 
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For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  means  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The  McGraw-Hill 
Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally  recognized  bond  rating  agency  that  is  the  successor 
to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise  established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Receipt  of  Bids;  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  approved 
as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  with  such  changes, 
additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to 
prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2012D  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject 
to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance.

Section  18.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)  General.  The  City  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not 
take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would 
adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  under 
Section  103  of  the  Code,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular 
section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section. 
The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D

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(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  "private 
activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2012D  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  dated  the  date 
of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate"),  to  be  executed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2012D  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  ,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided, 
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that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  201 2D  Bonds  in  excess  of  $265,185,000  or  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  4  or  in  any  way  increase  the  risks  or  obligations  of  the  City  in  a  manner 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  herein  contained).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition, 
amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21.  Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Reimbursement.  The  City  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  in 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 
The  Board  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 2D  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each, 
an  "Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption 
of  this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  Resolution  that 
it  will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds,  (c)  a 
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nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  201 2D  Bonds  expected  to  be 
issued  for  the  Project  is  $265,185,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation, 
which  is  a  written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 2D  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date 
on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no 
event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City 
recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of 
issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of 
issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at 
least  5  years.

The  Series  201 2D  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  "Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee"),  and, 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one  tenth  of  one  percent  (0. 1  %)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 2D  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  a  fund  established  by  the  Controller's  Office  and 
appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 
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Section  26.  CEQA  Findings.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  in  accordance  with  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  resolution,  this  Board,  in  approving  Resolution  No.  307-08  on 
July  16,  2008,  including  the  Attachment  A  and  Exhibit  1  to  Attachment  A,  adopted  findings 
with  respect  to  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the  Project  pursuant  to  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  ("CEQA"),  CEQA  Guidelines  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31,  including  the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program  and  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations,  ("CEQA  Findings").  The 
CEQA  Findings  for  the  Project  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  080663  and 
are  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  this  reference.  The  Board  further  finds  that  on  the 
basis  of  substantial  evidence  and  in  light  of  the  whole  record,  there  are  no  changes  in  the 
Project,  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Project  will  be  undertaken  or  new  information  that 
has  become  available  since  preparation  of  the  FEIR  that  would  alter  the  CEQA  Findings 
previously  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Section  27.  General  Plan  and  Other  Findings.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the 
proposed  Project  is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  City 
Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and 
Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  City  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General 
Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General 
Plan  Referral  Report,  dated  June  19,  2008,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  080663  and  incorporates  said  findings  by  reference. 

Section  28.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to 
issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents, 
and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution,

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  515-10,  adopted  by  the  Board  on  November  2,  2010, 
and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  November  5,  2010,  the  City  authorized  the  first  series  of  Bonds  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $85,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  515-10,  on  December  15,  2010,  the  City  issued 
and  delivered  $79,520,000  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and 
Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2010),  Series  2010E;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  17-12,  adopted  by  the  Board  on  January  24,  2012,  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  2,  2012,  the  City  authorized  the  second  series  of  Bonds  in 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $192,000,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  17-12,  on  March  8,  2012,  the  City  issued  and 
delivered  $183,330,000  of  its  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency 
Response  Bonds,  2010),  Series  201 2A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  the  date  hereof,  a  total  of  $262,850,000 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds;  and  there  remains  $149,450,000  of  authorized 
and  unissued  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  additional  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  not  to  exceed  of  $40,410,000  (the  "Series  201 2E  Bonds"),  to  finance  a 
portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  and  to  pay  the 
costs  of  issuance  thereof;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Series  2012E  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  "Charter"),  and  a  proposition  approved  by  not  less  than  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City  voting  at  a  special  election  held  in  the  City 
on  June  10,  2010  (the  "Bond  Election")  pursuant  to  Ordinance  40-10  adopted  by  the  Board  on 
February  23,  2010,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  February  26,  2010  (the  "Bond  Election 
Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  Project  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  2012E  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  for  such  prior  expenditures 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Reimbursement  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to 
declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a 
subsequent  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Reimbursement  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement 
allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures 
incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen 
(18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on 
.  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
expenditure  is  paid; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  in  this  Resolution  are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and 
manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  the 
Bond  Election,  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors")  are  contained  in  File  No.  120533. 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  Determination  of  Certain  Terms; 
Designation.  The  Board  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $40,410,000  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 2E,"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Election 
Ordinance  and  Proposition  B  approved  by  the  voters  at  the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance")  is  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the  interest 
rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of 
this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  17));  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final 
maturity  date  after  June  15,  2040.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series 
designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  from 
every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 
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Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds. 
Each  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are 
directed  to  cause  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  their  purchaser  and  the  Controller  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the 
Bond  Award  (as  defined  in  Section  13),  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the 
City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient)  and  authentication  as 
provided  in  this  Section,  and  to  deliver  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  when  so  executed  and 
authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in  accordance  with 
the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer"), 
and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
form  attached  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this 
Resolution),  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted 
or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  Series  2012E  Bonds  bearing  a  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 
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The  Controller  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  201 2E  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series  201 2E 
Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may 
prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the 
registered  owner  of  each  Series  201 2E  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  2012E  Bonds  Any  Series  2012E  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by 
the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2012E 
Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of 
transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  201 2E  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  201 2E  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  201 2E  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
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owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  201 2A  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds.  The  Series  2012E  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  2012E  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
"Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2012E  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a  "Business  Day"); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
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$1 ,000,000  of  Series  2012E  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 2E  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 ,  payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2012  (or  such 
other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15 
and  December  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  2012E  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest 
payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a 
day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the 
interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest 
payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  Record  Date,  in  which  event  it 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any 
Series  2012E  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  2012E  Bonds,  such  Series  2012E 
Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been 
paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the 
first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 
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(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  has  designated  that  the  principal 
amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment 
as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 2E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9), 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  to  make  such  payment  to  the 
purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  2012E  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will 
select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 2E  Bonds  maturing  on 
any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  2012E  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  2012E  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  2012E  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City 
Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds, 
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postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the 
redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  Series  201 2E 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  201 2E  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
(e)  require  that  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  201 2E 
Bonds  or  portions  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the 
Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section 
8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 2E  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission,  (iii) 
overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email  or 
similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may  be 
required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  19. 
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The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2012E 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)      Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the 
Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and 
redeem  any  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish 
a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series 
2012E  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2012E  Redemption  Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection 
(j)  of  this  section.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2012E  Redemption  Account 
solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of 
the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  or  from  the  Series 
201 2E  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption 
Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines 
for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201 2E 
Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining 
in  the  Series  2012E  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that 
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if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

(i)       Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 2E 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 2E  Redemption 
Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

(j)       Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
redeem  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated 
Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in 
this  subsection  (j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a  condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
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201 2E  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a  default  under  this 
Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  201 2E  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any  such  rescission 
of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given. 
The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2012E  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall 
not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in 
such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency 
Response  Bonds,  2010)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  2012E  Bond 
Subaccount"  (the  "Series  201 2E  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 2E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  on  such  date 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 2E  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or 
funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2012E 
Bond  Account  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or 
separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  2012E  Project  Account.  There  is  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Earthquake  Safety  and 
Emergency  Response  Bonds,  2010)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 2E 
Project  Subaccount"  (the  "Series  201 2E  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2012E 
Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 2E  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series 
2012E  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
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Resolution  for  the  improvement,  retrofitting,  rehabilitation  and  completion  of  the  Project  (as 
defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 2E  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may  (i) 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 2E  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 2E  Project  Account  into  a  separate 
fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
201 2E  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 
notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
2012E  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7  and  Section  8  relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  2012E  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
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the  owners  of  Series  2012E  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
201 2E  Bonds.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  201 2E  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  2012E  Bond 
is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  201 2E  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  &  Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  may  assist 
the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2012E 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
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irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  the  Series  2012E 
Bonds  or  portion  thereof  to  be  defeased,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  any  portion  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  that  is  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such 
Series  201 2E  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give 
such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the 
principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if 
any,  due  on  such  Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  defined  below)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  of  that  term,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  portion  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  Series  2012E  Bonds  that  are  to 
be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section 
8  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all 
obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  cease  and 
terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12  to  the  owners  of  such  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant  to 
Section  18;  and  provided  further,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
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recognized  bond  counsel  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  Series  201 2E  Bonds  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  or  paying  agent  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  201 2E  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities 
of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations 
are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow 
agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier, 
plus  or  minus  sign  or  other  modifier,  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any 
two  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  below)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  such 
Rating  Agencies  on  such  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  means  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  that 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form 
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or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  that 
is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  by  any 
two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any 
substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  not  lower  than  the  rating  then 
maintained  by  such  Rating  Agencies  on  United  States  Obligations  described  in  clause  (i) 
above. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  means  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The  McGraw-Hill 
Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally  recognized  bond  rating  agency  that  is  the  successor 
to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise  established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Receipt  of  Bids;  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  approved 
as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  with  such  changes, 
additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to 
prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject 
to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the  Series  201 2E 
Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the  Official 
Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the  City  as 
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permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if 
made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Controller  shall 
provide  a  copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds") 
submitted  to  the  Board  is  approved  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds, 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  Notice  of  Intention 
to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  20,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial 
publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds;  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board 
authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Section  4. 

Section  16.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series 
201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account;  (b)  premium,  if  any,  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 2E  Bond  Account;  and  (Hi)  remaining  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 2E  Project  Account. 

Section  17.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  (the  "Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the

The  Controller  is  authorized  to  cause  the 
distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of 
1934,  as  amended  (the  "Rule"),  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically 
distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  by  this 
Resolution,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be 
necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  and  as  are  permitted  under  the 
Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed  or  electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of 
the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  that, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to 
take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the 
exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the 
Code,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly 
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or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of 
the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest 
on  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  "private 
activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2012E  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series 
201 2E  Bonds,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Series  2012E  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the 
Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 
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(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all  necessary 
action  to  comply  with  the  information  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e)  of  the  Code  with 
respect  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2012E  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property,  regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action 
or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  be  considered 
"hedge  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  dated  the  date 
of  issuance  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  This  covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate"),  to  be  executed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 
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Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided, 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  201 2E  Bonds  in  excess  of  $40,410,000  or  in  any  way  increase  the 
risks  or  obligations  of  the  City  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  terms  herein  approved).  The 
approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned 
documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in 
question. 

Section  21.  Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2012E  Bonds  are 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  2012E  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Reimbursement.  The  City  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  in 
connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds.  The 
Board  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2012E 
Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an 
"Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of 
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this  Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  Resolution  that  it 
will  reimburse  the  Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date 
of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  2012E  Bonds,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  expected  to  be 
issued  for  the  Project  is  $40,410,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which 
is  a  written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2012E  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date 
on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no 
event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City 
recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of 
issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of 
issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at 
least  5  years. 

Section  24.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City's  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Election 
Ordinance.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  submitted 
at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Election 
Ordinance. 

Section  25.  Citizens'  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 2E  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
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Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  "Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee"),  and, 
to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one  tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1  %)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 2E  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  a  fund  established  by  the  Controller's  Office  and 
appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  committee. 

Section  26.  CEQA  Findings.  The  Board  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  by  reference 
the  findings  required  by  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California  Public 
Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative  Code 
Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  and  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31"),  all  as  set  forth  in  Resolution  47-10,  adopted  by  the  Board  on 
February  9,  2010;  provided  however,  except  for  planning  and  feasibility  studies,  no  bond 
proceeds  shall  be  spent  on  projects  of  or  relating  to  Awss  cisterns  or  Awss  pipe 
improvements,  until  such  time  as  the  Board  has  determined  to  proceed  with  such  projects  and 
the  necessary  CEQA  findings  and  determinations  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  law. 

Section  27.  Planning  Code.  The  Board  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  by  reference 
the  findings  and  declarations  relative  to  the  conformance  of  the  Bonds  to  (i)  the  priority 
policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code,  (ii)  Section  4.105  of  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii) 
consistency  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  all  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.47-10, 
adopted  by  this  Board  on  February  9,  2010. 

Section  28.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to 
issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents, 
and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution, 
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iding  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories,  which 
or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful 
ance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  201 2E  Bonds.

Resolution  supporting  the  responsible  acquisition  of  dogs  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  a  leader  in  promoting  and  supporting  the  humane 
treatment  of  companion  animals,  and  dogs  are  very  important  to  the  residents  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  are  an  integral  part  of  their  community  culture;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  can  choose  to  adopt  dogs  through  animal  shelters  and 
rescue  organizations  or  to  purchase  companion  animals  from  pet  stores  or  online  breeders; 
and 

WHEREAS,  breeders  who  sell  dogs  to  pet  stores  or  to  individuals  online  vary  greatly  in 
their  care  and  treatment  of  animals  and  breeding  practices;  and 

WHEREAS,  responsible  breeders  are  individuals  who  have  focused  their  efforts  on  one 
or  a  select  few  breeds  through  historical  research  and  ongoing  study,  and  who  provide  dogs

WHEREAS,  documented  problems  at  puppy  mills  include  over  breeding,  inadequate 
veterinary  care,  poor  quality  of  food  and  shelter,  lack  of  human  socialization  and  overcrowded 
cages,  which  often  results  in  severe  illness  and  behavioral  problems  for  the  dogs  housed  in 
these  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  these  aforementioned  issues,  over  one  million  dogs  and  cats 
enter  California's  shelters  each  year,  and  over  half  of  them  are  euthanized  due  to  a  lack  of 
available  homes  for  the  animals;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  national  breeding  rate  of  dogs  exceeds  the  number  of  homes  presently 
available  to  dogs,  and  thus  puppy  mills  are  significant  contributors  to  pet  overpopulation;  and

WHEREAS,  key  benefits  to  the  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of 
refusing  to  support  puppy  mills  include  the  protection  of  scarce  taxpayer  dollars  through  lower 
animal-control  costs  and  reductions  to  risks  to  animal  welfare  and  in  public  safety  associated 
with  pet  overpopulation;  and

Resolution  1)  finding  that  the  potential  real  estate  transaction  involving  Port  property  at 
Piers  30-32  and  part  of  Seawall  Lot  330  with  GSW  Arena  LLC  (GSW),  an  affiliate  of  the 
Golden  State  Warriors,  for  development  of  an  arena  and  other  facilities  is  exempt  from 
the  competitive  bidding  policy  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code  Section  2.6-1  and 
endorsing  sole  source  negotiations  with  GSW  for  that  purpose;  2)  endorsing  the  Port 
Commission's  designation  of  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
(OEWD)  as  the  lead  negotiator  of  the  proposed  transaction,  in  coordination  with  Port 
staff  and  subject  to  the  Port  Commission's  direction;  3)  requiring  OEWD  and  the  Port  to 
engage  in  outreach  to  affected  and  interested  neighbors,  community  members  and 
other  stakeholders  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  project  is  designed  with  maximum 
public  input;  4)  urging  OEWD  and  the  Port  to  work  closely  with  State  agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  any  of  the  site,  including  the  State  Lands  Commission  and  the 
Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  to  develop  the  project  description; 

5)  urging  the  OEWD  Director,  the  Port  Director  and  other  City  officials  to  make

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  acting  through  its  Port 
Commission  (the  "Port"),  owns  approximately  13  acres  at  Piers  30-32  located  on  the  east  side 
of  The  Embarcadero  at  Bryant  Street  ("Piers  30-32"),  which  is  currently  used  for  short-term 
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parking  accommodating  up  to  about  1,000-1,500  automobiles,  occasional  cruise  terminal 
berthing  when  the  Pier  27  and  Pier  35  cruise  terminal  berths  are  occupied  and  occasional  lay- 
berthing  such  as  for  Fleet  Week  Naval  vessels,  and  approximately  2.3  acres  of  undeveloped 
land  at  Seawall  Lot  330  located  on  the  west  side  of  The  Embarcadero  between  Beale  and 
Bryant  Streets  ("SWL  330"),  which  is  currently  used  for  short-term  parking  accommodating  up 
to  about  260  automobiles  (together,  Piers  30-32  and  such  portion  of  SWL  330  are  referred  to 
in  this  resolution  as  the  "Site");  and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  Arena  LLC  ("GSW"),  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  GSW  Sports  LLC 
and  an  affiliate  of  the  entity  that  owns  the  Golden  State  Warriors  basketball  team  (the 
"Warriors"),  wishes  to  build  a  new  privately  financed,  state-of-the  art  multi-purpose  facility  that 
would  be  used  for  the  Warriors'  home  games  and  other  purposes,  including  conventions,  in 
San  Francisco,  together  with  related  public  infrastructure  and  access  improvements  and  other 
improvements,  in  time  for  the  beginning  of  the  2017  National  Basketball  Association  ("NBA") 
season;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  team,  which  was  established  in  1945,  played  its  home  games  in 
San  Francisco  from  1962  to  1971;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Site  offers  a  spectacular  opportunity  for  the  Warriors  to  return  home  to 
San  Francisco  and  for  GSW  to  develop  a  world-class  recreation,  entertainment,  convention 
and  event  facility  and  ancillary  uses  that  would  be  ideal  for  the  Port,  the  City,  the  team,  its 
fans  and  the  public  in  the  entire  Bay  Area  region  and  would  substantially  improve  public  open 
space  and  expand  public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  waterfront  on  trust  lands  at  this  location; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Site  provides  an  incredibly  beautiful,  vibrant  and  easily  accessible 
place  for  the  public  from  all  over  the  Bay  Area  and  beyond  the  Bay  Area  to  enjoy  and  offers  a 
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transit-rich  location  that  emphasizes  access  and  proximity  to  the  unparalleled  beauty  of  the 
San  Francisco  Bay;  and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  and  City  staff  currently  contemplate  that  the  proposed  project  would

WHEREAS,  GSW  and  City  staff  expect  that  Warriors  basketball  games  would 
constitute  no  more  than  about  a  quarter  of  the  total  event  days  for  the  multi-purpose  facility, 
and  GSW  is  committed  to  developing  a  use  program  for  the  facility  that  would  include 
solicitation  and  promotion  of  additional  uses  and  events  that  further  the  purposes  of  the 
Burton  Act  and  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the  "public  trust");  and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  is  also  committed  to  developing  a  Project  that  displays  world  class 
technological  features  and  design  standards,  that  is  environmentally  sustainable,  consistent 
with  LEED  principles,  and  that  upholds  and  promotes  the  City's  Transit  First  Policy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  ground  lease  or  other  City  contract  relating  to  development  of  the 
proposed  Project  would  be  subject  to  the  City's  ordinance  relating  to  labor  representation 
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procedures  in  hotel  and  restaurant  developments  in  which  the  City  has  an  ongoing  proprietary 
interest  (Administrative  Code  Sections  23.50  through  23.56)  and  the  City's  first  source  hiring 
program  (Administrative  Code  Chapter  83),  as  they  may  apply  to  the  proposed  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  has  stated  its  commitment  to  enter  into  an  equal  opportunity 
program  in  connection  with  the  transaction  documents  for  the  Project  that  will  include  local  a 
hiring  program  and  prevailing  wage  requirements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  ("OEWD"),  in 
cooperation  with  Port  staff,  and  GSW  have  been  engaged  in  preliminary  discussions  to 
establish  a  general  description  for  the  proposed  Project,  including  the  general  parameters  of  a 
fair  market  value  long-term  ground  lease  of  Piers  30-32  and  ancillary  facilities  as  may  be 
reasonably  required,  and  the  related  fair  market  value  long-term  ground  lease  or  other

WHEREAS,  As  set  forth  in  Administrative  Code  Section  2.6-1 ,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  policy  is  to  approve  only  such  proposed  leases  involving  City  property  or  facilities 
that  departments  have  awarded  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  under  competitive  bidding

WHEREAS,  The  Warriors  are  a  civic  asset  for  the  whole  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  and 
the  Warriors  Foundation  has  a  demonstrated  track  record  in,  and  is  committed  to  continue, 
positively  impacting  its  community  and  the  greater  Bay  Area  by  providing  financial  assistance 
and  opportunities  to  other  non-profit  civic  and  community  organizations  that  benefit  and  enrich 
the  lives  of  children,  youth  and  those  in  need,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  presents  an  extraordinary  opportunity  to  provide 
special  recreational,  cultural,  historic  and  other  significant  public  benefits  to  the  people  of  the 
City  and  the  entire  Bay  Area  region,  including  an  opportunity  for  a  new  unique  waterfront 
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destination  that  will  achieve  public  access  objectives  for  the  Site  while  adding  an  attractive 
mix  of  uses  and  destinations  along  the  waterfront;  and 

WHEREAS,  Piers  30-32,  which  has  a  limited  remaining  useful  life,  requires  a 
substantial  capital  investment  to  repair  the  substructure  and  bring  the  piers  up  to  modern 
seismic  standards,  and  to  preserve  the  piers,  which  costs  have  not  been  included  in  the  Port's 
FY  2011-2020  Capital  Plan  due  to  limited  Port  resources  and  competing  Port  priorities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan,  including  the  Design  and  Access 
Element  (collectively,  the  "Waterfront  Plan"),  is  the  Port's  adopted  land  use  document  for 
property  within  Port  jurisdiction,  such  as  the  Site,  and  provides  the  policy  foundation  for 
waterfront  development  and  improvement  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  a  multi-year  cooperative  process,  the  Port  and  BCDC  adopted  the 
Special  Area  Plan,  which  allows  for  the  revitalization  of  certain  piers  for  uses  consistent  with 
the  public  trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Waterfront  Plan  and  the  Special  Area  Plan  recognize  that  the 
development  of  Piers  30-32  and  the  surrounding  area  should  further  the  trust  purposes  of 
supporting  maritime  activities  and  expanding  public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  waterfront  on 
trust  lands  at  this  location;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Waterfront  Plan  identifies  Piers  30-32  as  a  major,  mixed-use 
development  opportunity  site,  and  the  City,  through  its  Port,  has  undertaken  numerous 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  develop  the  site  in  accordance  with  the  Waterfront  Plan's  objectives, 
including  the  recent  effort  related  to  the  34th  America's  Cup  and  a  previous  effort  to  develop  a 
fully  entitled  mixed-use,  two  berth  international  cruise  terminal,  where  in  each  of  those  two 
instances  the  private  project  sponsor  abandoned  its  plans  due  to  much  higher  than  expected 
costs  to  repair  the  Piers  30-32  substructure;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Waterfront  Plan  contemplated  the  potential  for  developing  an  arena  in 
the  South  Beach/Rincon  Point  Subarea  of  Port  property  (at  the  current  location  of  AT&T 
Ballpark),  which  is  only  within  a  few  blocks  of  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  and  the  City  are  committed  to  designing  the  Project  to  ensure  that  it 
includes  maximum  feasible  public  access  on  Piers  30-32,  including  a  significant  extension  of 
the  Portwalk  and  major  new  Bay-oriented  public  open  space  on  the  piers  that  will  comply  with 
the  public  access  and  open  space  policies  set  forth  in  the  Special  Area  Plan  and  take 
advantage  of  the  Site's  extraordinary  proximity  to  the  Brannan  Street  Wharf  and  the  Brannan 
Street  Wharf  Open  Water  Basin  between  Piers  32  and  38;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  proposed  Project  may  be  refined  and  improved  through  the  public 
review  process,  including  the  BCDC  Design  Review  Board  (with  respect  to  Piers  30-32)  and 
the  City's  Waterfront  Design  Advisory  Committee  process,  GSW  and  the  City  are  committed 
to  designing  the  portions  of  the  proposed  Project  on  Piers  30-32  in  consultation  with  BCDC 
staff  to  meet  the  other  design  objectives  of  the  Special  Area  Plan,  including:  to  the  extent 
feasible  preserving  the  iconic  views  of  the  Bay  Bridge  from  public  view  corridors;  creating  a 
design  that  respects  the  Embarcadero  Historic  District;  using  the  Bay  as  an  asset  in  the 
design  of  the  proposed  Project;  enhancing  Bay  views  and  providing  opportunities  for  public 
views  of  the  Bay  from  unique  elevations  along  the  waterfront;  creating  ancillary  parking 
facilities  sized  and  located  to  minimize  adverse  impacts  on  public  access;  and  providing 
plentiful  and  high  quality  bicycle  parking  for  attendees  of  events  at  the  multi-purpose  facility; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  is  a  publicly-oriented  use  that  will  draw  visitors  from 
the  entire  Bay  Area  to  this  unique  site  along  San  Francisco  Bay  over  200  days  each  year,  and 
GSW  and  the  City  are  committed  to  designing  the  proposed  Project  and  its  uses  in 
consultation  with  the  California  State  Lands  Commission  to  provide  a  high-quality  visitor 
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experience  before,  during  and  after  events  that  is  appropriate  to  the  Site  and  its  Bay  setting; 
and 

WHEREAS,  GSW  and  the  City  are  also  committed  to  designing  the  proposed  Project  to 
incorporate  maritime  use  of  the  Piers  30-32  north  and/or  east  berths,  water-oriented 
transportation  services  and  recreational  boat  access,  visitor-serving  retail  and  restaurants, 
major  new  open  space,  and  event  programming  to  benefit  the  Port,  Bay  maritime  commerce, 
and  other  public  trust  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  would  generate  substantial  public  benefits  for  the 
City,  including  its  Port,  such  as:  (1)  the  repair,  improvement  and  productive  reuse  of  Piers  30- 
32,  (2)  the  construction  of  needed  infrastructure  improvements  that  benefit  the  Site  and  the

Declaration  ("FMND"),  dated  July  5,  2011,  with  respect  to  the  proposed  Project,  and  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  Market  Corporation  ("CCSFMC"),  a  California  non-profit 
corporation,  has  entered  into  an  Agreement  to  Implement  Improvement  and  Mitigation 
Measures  identified  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the  FMND.  A  copy  of  the  FMND  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120676  and  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  6,  201 1 ,  the  City  Planning  Department  found  that  the 
actions  related  to  the  Project,  as  contemplated  in  the  Lease  and  herein,  were  consistent  with 
the  General  Plan  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  for  the  actions. 
A  copy  of  this  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120676  and 
incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  DPW  Order  No.  180308,  dated  May  30,  2012,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW  Director")  determined:  (i)  the  Vacation  Area  is 
unnecessary  for  the  City's  present  or  prospective  public  street  purposes,  subject  to 
satisfaction  of  the  condition  specified  below;  (ii)  that  portion  of  Kirkwood  Avenue  east  of 
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Rankin  Street  shall  be  deemed  vacated  upon  the  final  and  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance;  (iii) 
the  remainder  of  the  Vacation  Area  should  be  conditionally  vacated  so  that  it  is  not  deemed 
final  and  effective  until  required  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Lease;  (iv)  until  the  time 
that  the  condition  specified  in  Subsection  (iii)  is  satisfied,  the  Vacation  Area  shall  remain 
dedicated  public  streets;  (v)  the  interdepartmental  transfer  for  each  portion  of  the  Vacation 
Area  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  Division  of  Real  Estate  will 
further  a  proper  public  purpose  by  preserving  the  subject  area  for  Production,  Distribution  and 
Repair  ("PDR")  industries,  in  particular,  the  San  Francisco  Wholesale  Produce  Market,  and 
shall  occur  simultaneously  with  the  street  vacation  becoming  final  and  effective  for  that  street 
segment ;  (vi)  the  interdepartmental  transfer  shall  occur  simultaneously  with  the  street 
vacation  being  final  and  effective;  and  (vii)  there  are  no  physical  public  and  private  utilities 
affected  by  the  vacation  of  the  Vacation  Area  except  as  stated  below.  A  copy  of  the  DPW 
Order  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120676  and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  than  that  portion  of  Kirkwood  Avenue  east  of  Rankin  Street,  the 
DPW  Director  further  recommended  that  the  Board  acknowledge  the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  Vacation  Area  to  the  Division  of  Real  Estate  is  subject  to;  (a)  the  right  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (the  "PUC")  to  have  continued  access  to  the  Vacation 
Area  for  purposes  of  maintaining  its  facilities,  (b)  the  public  interest,  convenience  and 
necessity  require  that  prior  to  the  final  and  effective  date  of  the  Street  Vacation,  the  Division  of 
Real  Estate,  if  necessary,  enter  into  an  agreement  with  MCI  Communications  Corp. 
("Verizon")  to  allow  the  continued  maintenance  and  installation  of  Verizon  facilities  within  the 
Vacation  Area  through  a  permit  or  other  similar  right,  and  (c)  the  public  interest,  convenience 
and  necessity  require  that  prior  to  the  final  and  effective  date  of  the  Street  Vacation,  the 
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Division  of  Real  Estate  and  the  PUC  enter  into  a  memorandum  of  understanding  concerning 
access  to  and  maintenance  of  said  PUC  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Depending  on  a  future  assessment  of  its  service  provision,  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  ("PG&E")  may  determine  that  it  needs  continued  access  to  the  Vacation  Area  for 
purposes  of  its  facilities.  For  this  reason  and  as  required  under  the  1930  Franchise 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  PG&E,  the  DPW  Director  and  the  PUC  General  Manager 
recommend  that  any  agreement  with  or  permit  or  similar  right  granted  authorizing  PG&E  to 
have  continued  access  to  the  Vacation  Area  for  purposes  of  installing  and  maintaining  any 
facilities  there  require  that  PG&E,  at  its  sole  expense,  remove  its  existing  overhead  facilities 
from  the  Vacation  Area  and  install  any  new  facilities  there  underground.   In  furtherance  of  this 
recommendation,  the  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  that  prior  to  the  final 
and  effective  date  of  the  street  vacation,  the  Division  of  Real  Estate,  PUC,  or  DPW,  if 
necessary,  enter  into  an  agreement  with  PG&E  for  the  removal  of  PG&E's  existing  overhead 
utility  facilities  and,  if  needed,  the  installation  of  any  new  underground  facilities  in  the  Vacation 
Area  at  PG&E's  sole  expense  pursuant  to  a  permit  or  other  document  with  PG&E  that  will 
allow  containing  access  to  and  maintenance  of  any  underground  PG&E  facilities.  This  finding 
is  made  in  accordance  with  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  8340(c)  and  is  based  solely 
on  PG&E  undergrounding  its  facilities  and  paying  the  full  cost  related  thereto.  Should  PG&E 
fail  to  satisfy  these  conditions  in  a  timely  manner  as  determined  by  the  City,  PG&E's  rights  in 
the  Vacation  Area  shall  be  extinguished  pursuant  to  the  findings  below  and  have  no  impact  on 
the  vacation  being  final  and  effective  as  set  forth  herein.  That  portion  of  Kirkwood  Avenue 
east  of  Rankin  Street  is  excluded  from  this  finding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  DPW  Director  also  recommended  that  the  public  interest, 
convenience,  and  necessity  require  that,  except  as  specifically  provided  above,  no  other 
easements  or  other  rights  should  be  reserved  for  any  public  or  private  utilities  or  facilities  that 
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are  in  place  in  such  Vacation  Area  and  that  any  rights  based  upon  any  such  public  or  private 
utilities  or  facilities  should  be  extinguished;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  892,  the  DPW 
Director  also  found  that  the  Vacation  Area  is  unnecessary  for  non-motorized  transportation  as 
there  are  multiple  streets  surrounding  that  Vacation  Area  that  remain  available  for  such 
transportation  and  those  members  of  the  public  availing  themselves  of  non-motorized 
transportation  will  not  be  inconvenienced  by  the  proposed  street  vacation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Consistent  with  the  General  Plan  determination  mentioned  above,  the  City 
proposes  to  retain  the  ability  to  rededicate  for  public  street  use:  (i)  those  portions  of  Jerrold 
Avenue  (proposed  to  be  vacated)  consistent  with  the  dimensions  of  Jerrold  Avenue  east  of 
Rankin  Street  and  west  of  Toland  Street,  and  (ii)  those  portions  of  Selby  Street  (proposed  to 
be  vacated)  consistent  with  the  dimensions  of  Selby  Street  north  of  Innes  Avenue  and  south 
of  Kirkwood  Avenue,  upon  the  expiration  or  termination  of  the  lease.  Accordingly,  the  Produce 
Market  lessee  shall  not  perform  or  permit  any  improvements  on  those  portions  of  the  Vacation 
Area  that  would  be  inconsistent  with  future  use  as  a  public  street,  other  than  improvements 
which  may  readily  be  removed  at  the  expiration  or  termination  of  the  Lease;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  under  California  Streets  and  Highway  Code  Sections  8320  et  seq., 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  that  it  intends  to  order  the  vacation  of  the  Vacation 
Area,  as  shown  on  SUR  Map  No.  2012-002,  and  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  DPW 
Director;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  notice  is  hereby  given  that  on  the  17th  day  of 
July  2012,  beginning  at  approximately  3:00  P.M.  in  the  Legislative  Chambers  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  all  persons  interested  in  or  objecting  to  the  proposed  vacation  will  be  heard;  and, 
be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  transmit  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a  certified  copy  of  this  Resolution,  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  publish  and  post  this  Resolution 
promptly  in  the  manner  required  by  law  and  to  give  notice  of  the  hearing  of  such  contemplated 
action  in  the  manner  required  by  law.

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  4,  2012,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
June  18,  2012,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
June  18,  2012  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
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Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $50,000,000.  s  - 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing,  or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit 
an  application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of 
the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $28,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
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Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Supervisors  File  Nos.  1 10615  and  1 10312,  respectively,  and  incorporated  by  reference;  (ii) 
that  the  other  Identified  Projects  (as  defined  in  Section  3A  of  the  ordinance  submitting  this 
proposal  to  the  voters)  are  categorically  exempt  from  CEQA  as  described  in  the  memoranda 
dated  April  30,  2012  and  May  14,  2012  from  the  Planning  Department,  (iii)  that  the 
remainder  of  the  proposed  Project  is  excluded  from  CEQA  because  the  program  is  not 
defined  as  a  "project"  under  CEQA  Guidelines  section  15378(b)(4),  but  is  the  creation  of  a 
government  funding  mechanism  that  does  not  involve  any  commitment  to  any  specific 
project,  (iv)  that  the  proposed  Project  is  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section 
101 .1(b)  of  the  City  Planning  Code  and,  (v)  in  accordance  with  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  City 
Administrative  Code,  that  the  proposed  Project  is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan, 
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and  hereby  adopts  the  findings  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General 
Plan  Referral  Reports,  dated  May  31 ,  2012  and  June  20,  2012,  and  incorporates  said 
findings  by  reference. 

Section  4.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  waived. 

Section  5.  Under  Section  2.40  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the 
ordinance  submitting  this  proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a  provision  authorizing 
landlords  to  pass-through  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to 
residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.

The  Board  hereby 
declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Future  Bonds  for  the 
expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an  "Expenditure") 
made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this 
Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the 
Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Future  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a 
capital  account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of 
the  date  of  the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Future  Bonds,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a 
party  that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any 
obligation  or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City.  The  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Future  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued 
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for  the  Project  is  $195,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a 
written  allocation  by  the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  applicable 
series  of  Future  Bonds  to  reimburse  an  Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later 
of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid  or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or 
abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is 
paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for  certain  "preliminary 
expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures  by  "small 
issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and  expenditures 
for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years.

and  3)  directing  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  to  take  all  necessary  and  appropriate 
measures  to  perform  repair  work  to  Pier  29  in  the  most  expeditious  manner. 

WHEREAS,  Pier  29  is  one  of  the  18  pier  buildings  on  the  waterfront  that  are  within  the 
San  Francisco  Embarcadero  Historic  District,  which  is  listed  in  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pier  29  was  built  in  1915  by  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  and 
extends  800  feet  into  the  San  Francisco  Bay  with  a  pier  shed  of  approximately  164,000 
square  feet;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  bulkhead  portion  of  Pier  29  fronting  on  The  Embarcadero  roadway 
was  built  in  1918  in  the  neoclassical  architectural  style  in  an  effort  to  beautify  the  industrial 
waterfront;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  20,  2012,  a  4-alarm  fire  severely  damaged  Pier  29,  including  the 
bulkhead  portion  of  the  building  fronting  The  Embarcadero  and  the  roof;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pier  29  is  one  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Port")  properties  that  the 
City  and  the  Port  agreed  to  deliver  to  the  America's  Cup  Event  Authority  (the  "Event 
Authority")  for  use  as  a  venue  in  connection  with  the  34th  America's  Cup  in  accordance  with 
(1)  the  34th  America's  Cup  Host  City  and  Venue  Agreement  (the  "HVA")  among  the  City,  the 
Event  Authority  and  the  San  Francisco  America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  December  14,  2010,  by  Resolution  No.  585-10,  and  (2)  the 
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Lease  Disposition  Agreement  ("LDA")  between  the  Port  and  the  Event  Authority  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  27,  2012,  by  Resolution  No.  109-12,  and  the  Port 
Commission  on  April  24,  2012,  by  Resolution  No.  12-35;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  6,  Article  IV,  section  6  60, 
authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  declare  an  emergency  and  direct  any  department  head 
to  perform  any  repair  or  other  emergency  work  in  a  manner  the  Board  determines  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code  section  6.60  also  authorizes  department  heads 
responsible  for  public  work  to  award  an  emergency  contract,  exempt  from  the  competitive 
bidding  process,  in  the  event  of  an  actual  emergency  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set 
forth  in  section  6.60;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  20,  2012,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  determined,  in 
accordance  with  Administrative  Code  section  6.60(B),  that  an  actual  emergency  existed  as  a 
result  of  the  Pier  29  fire;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  21,  2012,  the  President  of  the  Port  Commission  authorized  the 
Executive  Director,  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  section  6.60(D),  to  execute  work 
to  mitigate  an  unsafe  condition  in  Pier  29:  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  June  21,  2012  authorization,  (i)  the  initial  emergency  work 
to  mitigate  the  unsafe  condition  and  repair  utility  facilities  located  in  Pier  29  is  being  performed 
by  Turner  Construction  Company,  the  Construction  Manager/General  Contractor  (CM/GC)  for 
the  Cruise  Terminal  project  being  constructed  at  the  adjacent  Pier  27,  on  a  time  and  materials 
basis  at  an  estimated  cost  of  approximately  $1 ,300,000  as  of  June  29,  201 2,  and  (ii) 
architectural  and  engineering  services  to  guide  the  demolition  and  shoring  work  are  being 
provided  by  Creegan  +  D'Angelo,  a  structural  engineering  firm  in  the  Port's  competitively 
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selected  as-needed  pool  of  architectural  and  engineering  firms,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
approximately  $180,000  as  of  June  29,  2012;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code  section  6.60(D)  requires  that  the  San  Francisco

needs  to  be  designed  to  be  consistent  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Standards  for  Historic 
Rehabilitation,  and  performed  in  close  coordination  with  the  repair  and  restoration  work  that  is 
necessary  as  a  result  of  the  fire;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  an 
emergency  under  Administrative  Code  section  6.60(A)  with  respect  to  the  Pier  29  fire  to  allow 
the  Pier  29  stabilization  and  repair  work  to  be  accomplished  in  an  expeditious  manner  to 
protect  the  public  safety,  health,  welfare  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  to 
preserve  Pier  29  as  an  important  historical  resource,  and  to  allow  the  City  and  the  Port  to 
deliver  Pier  29  to  the  Event  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  HVA  and  the  LDA  for  use  as  a 
34th  America's  Cup  venue;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  immediate  Pier  29  stabilization  and  repair  work  is  exempt  from  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  as  a  statutory  exemption  for  an  emergency 
project  under  California  Public  Resources  Code  Section  21080(b)  and  CEQA  Guidelines 
Section  15269;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  an  emergency  under 
Administrative  Code  section  6.60(A)  with  respect  to  the  Pier  29  fire;  and,  be  it

Assembly  Bill  1856,  which  would  require  caregivers  of  foster  youth  to  be  trained  in 
cultural  competency  and  best  practices  for  providing  adequate  care  for  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual,  transgender,  queer  and  questioning  youth. 

WHEREAS,  Lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  transgender,  queer  and  questioning  (LGBTQQ) 
youth  are  more  susceptible  to  harassment,  violence,  and  discrimination  than  their  straight 
counterparts;  and 

WHEREAS,  26%  of  LGBTQQ  youth  are  forced  to  leave  their  families  of  origin  as  a 
result  of  conflicts  with  their  parents  regarding  their  sexual  orientation  or  gender  identity,  and 
many  of  these  LGBTQQ  youth  end  up  on  the  street,  but  some  go  to  foster  homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  are  very  few  studies  of  LGBTQQ  foster  youth,  but  one  study  in  New 
York  City  found  that  100%  of  LGBTQQ  youth  in  New  York  City  group  homes  reported  that 
they  were  verbally  harassed  on  the  basis  of  their  sexual  orientation  or  gender  identity  while  at 
their  group  home,  70%  reported  physical  violence  due  to  their  sexual  orientation  or  gender 
identity;  and 

WHEREAS,  78%  were  removed  or  ran  away  from  their  foster  placements  as  a  result  of 
hostility  toward  their  sexual  orientation  or  gender  identity,  and  56%  spent  time  living  on  the 
streets  because  they  felt  "safer"  there  than  they  did  living  in  their  group  or  foster  home;  and 

WHEREAS,  78%  of  LGBTQQ  foster  youth  don't  feel  safe  in  their  group  homes  because 
of  their  gender  identity  and/or  sexual  orientation;  and 
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WHEREAS,  LGBTQQ  foster  youth  face  a  great  deal  of  disadvantages,  and  under  the 
law  they  deserve  equal  access  to  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  1856,  which  is  currently  being  considered  by  the  California 
State  Legislature,  would  require  existing  training  programs  for  caregivers  of  foster  youth  to 
include  cultural  competency  training  to  best  meet  the  needs  of  LGBTQQ  foster  youth; 

WHEREAS,  On  June  18,  2012,  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  adopted 
resolution  1112 — 12,  which  urged  this  Board  of  Supervisors  to  support  AB  1856;  now,

WHEREAS,  The  RCPGP  is  a  component  of  a  coordinated  federal  effort  to  enhance

WHEREAS,  The  SFWPM  has  operated  at  its  current  location  since  1963,  following 
passage  of  a  proposition  establishing  a  municipal  market,  approved  by  the  voters  of  San 
Francisco  in  1959  which  created  Section  92.1  of  the  then-Charter  of  the  City,  when  produce 
wholesalers  relocated  from  the  area  near  the  current  Maritime  Plaza  and  Golden  Gateway 
redevelopment  project  area  in  downtown  San  Francisco;  and

Hospital] 

Resolution  recognizing  the  importance  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  emergency  room  for 
the  Southeastern  Neighborhoods  of  San  Francisco  and  affirming  the  Board  of 
Supervisor's  commitment  to  working  with  Mayor  Lee,  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
and  private  hospital  corporations  that  currently  operate  in  San  Francisco  to  ensure  the 
long  term  viability  and  operation  of  this  critical  institution. 

WHEREAS,  St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  a  full-service  licensed  acute  care  hospital  that  has 
served  the  Southeastern  and  South  of  Market  neighborhoods  of  San  Francisco  since  1912; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Southeastern  San  Francisco  neighborhoods  served  by  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  have  been  designated  by  the  federal  government  as  Medically  Underserved  Areas 
since  1982;  and 

WHEREAS,  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  are  the  only  two 
hospitals  located  in  the  Southeastern  section  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  key  finding  of  the  June  2012  Final  Report  of  the  Health  Care  Services 
Master  Plan  Task  Force  ("HCSMP  TF")  included  that  "the  physical  location  and  hours  of 
operation  of  health  care  facilities  impact  patient  access  to  services,  particularly  for  San 
Francisco's  vulnerable  populations":  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.

Francisco  General  Hospital,  is  on  diversion  25%  of  the  time,  meaning  that  its  emergency  room 
is  at  capacity  and  cannot  accept  any  additional  patients,  leaving  St.  Luke's  Hospital  as  the

[Transgender  Health  Care  Inclusion  in  Healthy  San  Francisco] 

Resolution  calling  on  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  to  provide 
medically  necessary  transition-related  care  for  transgender  people  and  to  remove 
exclusions  under  the  San  Francisco  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance. 

WHEREAS,  Access  to  health  care  is  regularly  denied  to  transgender  and  gender  non- 
conforming people,  who  frequently  experience  discrimination,  including  denial  of  services, 
when  attempting  to  access  health  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  Transition-related  medical  care,  including  surgeries,  is  often  dismissed  as 
"cosmetic"  or  "elective"  despite  the  medical  community's  recognition  of  such  procedures  as 
medically  necessary  and  effective  treatment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Various  studies  have  concluded  that  receiving  medically  necessary 
transition  related  treatment  results  in  a  dramatic  drop  in  suicidality,  an  overall  improvement  in 
mental  health,  a  reduction  in  HIV  infection,  a  decline  in  substance  abuse  rates,  and  an 
increase  in  socioeconomic  status  for  transgender  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance  ("Healthy  SF")  —  San  Francisco's 
locally  designed  and  funded  health  care  program  for  uninsured  adults  —  currently  provides 
certain  health  care  services  to  transgender  participants,  but  administratively  excludes  other 
services,  such  as  sex  reassignment  surgery  based  on  a  diagnosis  of  gender  identity 
dysphoria,  when  the  same  services  are  provided  to  non-transgender  participants,  thus 
denying  transgender  residents  access  to  necessary  health  care  under  this  local  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  exclusion  of  certain  transition-related  procedures  singles  out  and 
negatively  impacts  transgender  people;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Unlike  vision  and  dental  coverage,  this  exclusion  is  not  mandated  by  the 
Health  Care  Security  Ordinance  itself;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assemblymember  Tom  Ammiano,  the  primary  author  of  the  ordinance, 
has  said  that  he  intended  Healthy  SF  to  eventually  include  transition  related  health  care  and 
that  the  program  was  intended  to  address  the  needs  of  San  Franciscans  without 
discrimination  against  any  resident;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  Public  Health  and  the  Director  of  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  have  been  working  together  and  with  the  community  to  fulfill  the  intent  of  Healthy 
SF  by  extending  its  coverage  to  the  complete  medical  needs  of  transgender  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  Concerns  of  cost  and  over-utilization  are  often  overstated  and  serve  to 
justify  impermissible  discrimination  against  the  transgender  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Insurance  studied  actuarial  data  of  five 
employers,  including  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  concluded  in  its  "Economic 
Impact  Statement"  that  the  economic  impact  of  transgender  health  care  inclusion  is 
insignificant  and  immaterial,  and  that  inclusion  in  fact  provides  cost  savings  as  well  as 
significant  benefits  for  the  health,  welfare,  and  safety  of  the  transgender  population;  and

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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$31 ,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to

WHEREAS,  On  July  1 1 ,  2012,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
July  23,  2012,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
July  23,  2012  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the 
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Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such  hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $31,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application 
(the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
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Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $31 ,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

[Supporting  Reunification  of  Immigrant  Families  Divided  By  Deportation  -  Senate  Bill  1064  and 
House  Bill  6128] 

Resolution  supporting  the  California  Senate  Bill  1064  -  (Reuniting  Immigrant  Families 
Act)  and  Federal  House  Bill  6128  -  (Help  Separated  Families  Act)  of  2012  that  work  to 
keep  families  united,  and  to  reduce  the  amount  of  children  placed  in  foster  care  as  a 
result  of  immigration  enforcement  action,  and  urging  State  and  Federal  legislators  to 
support  these  bills. 

WHEREAS,  Since  June  of  2009,  the  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement 
(ICE)  has  deported  over  75,000  residents  of  California  through  the  "Secure  Communities" 
program  ("S-Comm"),  which  requires  the  sharing  of  fingerprint  information  at  the  point  of 
booking  by  local  or  state  law  enforcement  with  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security/ICE; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  implementation  of  S-Comm,  about  70%  of  individuals  deported 
as  a  result  of  the  program  have  no  criminal  record,  or  have  been  found  to  have  committed 
low  level  crimes;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  estimated  that  22%  of  undocumented  parents  deported  from  the  U.S. 
in  2010  have  U.S.  born  children;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  201 1  report  by  the  Applied  Research  Center,  in  the  first 
six  months  of  201 1 ,  the  federal  government  deported  more  than  46,000  parents  of  U.S. 
citizen  children  nationwide;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  immigrants  who  have  been  detained  by  ICE 
or  who  are  in  the  deportation  process  to  maintain  contact  with  dependency  courts  or  attend 
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custody  hearings  within  the  time  frame  required  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  family 
reunification;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  parents  fail  to  appear  at  custody  hearings  their  children  are 
deemed  "abandoned,"  and  the  courts  often  terminate  parental  rights,  very  often  leading  to 
permanent  separation  of  parent  and  child;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  reunification  is  not  possible,  although  child  welfare  policy 
prioritizes  placing  children  with  relatives,  these  placements  often  do  not  happen  in  immigrant
